ve name to our fociety. But, in my opinion, it was our 
very venerable body that gave name to the ftreet ; in like 
manner as Newgate hath done to Newgate-ftreet, Lud’s 
caftle, or gate, to Ludgate-ilrect : and indeed feveral other 
freets derive their names from the capital lodge, caitic, 
or college therein ftanding ; as sny one who will be at the 

ins to furvey brother Stow’s. Swrvey of LONDON, may 
. moft affuredly fatisfed. 

But then, I forefee, it will be asked, how we came to 
be called Gruss? To which queftion, I hope the following 
anfwer-will be thought fatisfactory.—It hath been very 
juttly obferved by an eminent author, tho’ an inveteraic 
enemy to our fociety, in his Epi/tle to brother More in 
Abchurch-Lane, that in general 
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— * All human kind are worms. 
For which affertion he gives the following reafons: 


“ Man isa very worm by birth, 
“ Vile mapa weak; and vain 3 

« A while he crawls upon the earth, 
“ Then fhrinks te earth again. 


Now, if all men are of the worm kind, or have been 
viually fo reprefented, (and that they have been fo, I could 
eafily, according to the cuftom of our college, prove from 
Scripture.) then, I think, we may juftly conclude, it was 
natural for the wits of yore to divide the whole {pecies 
into feveral claffes, as the candid reader will obferve in the 
before-cited: Epi/tle. Nay, indeed, not only worms, but 
all infe&ts and beafts almoft have ferved to‘diftinguith the 
feveral capacities and inclinations of the rational world, as 
fith mafter Warrer Harte, in his Effay on fatire, pag. 14.

Upon reading thefe lines, I kngw feveral people will be ape 
to think the Pegafian membcrs fhould be julWly intitied to 
the appellation of fnakes: but fome of my arguments, to 
ew the impropriety thereof, will ferve to prove the pro- 
prety of our moft ancient title, Gruss. 
_ And firft, a {fnake will not refemble aGrub-ftreet writer, 
for the reafons affigned by Dr. Younc, who fays, but not 
rightly, itisa beatt made up of venom and {tings : whereas 
us remarkable we have neither venom, nor frimgs. Like 
Stubs, indeed, we leave betiind usa kind of fhineing {ii- 
my trail wherever we creep; which is only dilagreeable to 
the eye, and rhe tafte, but has no dettructive and fatal et 
eck. — Secondly, {nak s are faid to be fvift in their me- 
tons; whereas the contrary is the property of gru:, 


“Which for this reafon are by fome called (lugs; and Grub- 


weet Peniuss are rem irkabic tor their dcehber itive and flow 
Progrefiion. — In the lai place, fnakes are known to c:tt 
their flouths or coats, and to put an new ones every year: 

every body knows this is not agrecaule to our cuttom, 


e to the prefent lord’ 
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It therefore appearing, that fhakes are not our proper 
emblems, I fhall give fome forther reafons to prove that 
grubs are, And, with Mr. Priny’s leave, thefe infects are 
more frequently bred in human heads thin fhakes ; eipecially, 
if grubs are, as our learned brother Baitey affures us, 4 
fort of maggots, This aflertionis confirmed by the practice 
of all wife women, who, in order to diflodge the grubs, 
frequently fquecze their own nofes, and by the daily mag- 
goty production from the brains of our brethren: whereas 
I never heard of a fnake being thus brovght into the world, 
like a grub, or a goddefs, —~— And here I cannot fort ear 
quoting again, the firft author quoted above, who hath 
called wits maggots, agreeably to my doctrine: 


“ E£’en BuTton’s wits to worms fhall turn, 
. * Who maggots were before. 


In the next place, I obferve thefe infeéts to be very fond 
of cabbage, an herb facred tothe poets ohformer ages 5 as ap- 
pears by a paper of yours, N° 46. in which you have tranflated 
a canticle, fung formerly in honour of a Poet Laureate. 


Befides, this herb was not more grateful to the ancient 
poets, than it is to the modern: for tho’ it was the crown 
of the former, it is the food of the latrer. —— In the laft 
place, the obfcure crawling, in oppofition to foaring, makes 
me conclude, and I think rightly, that grubs are the moft 
proper infects to denote @riters of our rank ; and confe- 
quently, that we, having obtained their name, conferred 
it on the {treet, in which generally our lodgings have 
been, and the place of our weekly club is at this day. 
I can’t agree with thofe people who would derive our 
names from a Grus} as that word, according to Mr. BaiLey, 
is ufed to fignify a dwarf or /hort fellow, thereby intimating 
that we are low writers. And much lefs can I accede to 
the opinion of thofe, who would derive our name from 
grubbing or rooting up characters, For altho’, I own, 
we have fuch faculcies; yet I think I have fufficiently de- 
monttrated, that we derive our name from the real living 
maggoty grub, fo well known to our beloved kinimen the 
fociety of gardiners, And as to our being called Gru- 
Beans, I can only fay, it is a corruption of our true name ; 
and that the Free Mafons may be as properly called Maso- 
NIANS. 

I fhall conclude this letter with obferving, that Crane- 
court may poffibly take its name from the learned fociety 
there, who are famous for diving into fecret things ; which 
the extraordinary length of the neck and beak of tle Crane 
makes that fow! capable of doing. And I have pood reafon 
to think, that the ancient name cf the ftreet, which is 
now called Old-ftreet, was Owl-ftrect: which name was 
ehanged into the other in the reign of Epwarp V. in 
whote time was conftantly held a chaprer ar fociery of an- 
tiquaries, in honour of whom it took the appellation of 
Old-flreet, which it has ever fince retained. 

I leave this, Sir, to your difcretion to alter, print; or 
fopprefs ; but if it receives any mark of your approbation, 
I thall, in a little time, fend you fome further thoughts on 
the fubject propofed at the b: ginning of this letter. I 
being at prefent confined to my chamber, for fome politi 
cal reafons, muft beg you would give my humble fervice 
to all the Grubs and Owls, with whom you may meet at 
the Pegatus.

Ver. 1. Sicilian filers, tuneful nine.) Moscuus, a Greek 
poet, born in Sicily, lamenting the death of Bron, who was 
famous for the paftoral way of writing, invokes the Daeainad 
Motcas the Sicilian mufes, in the Idylliam compofed upon 
his death. By which appellation, it is generally thought he 
meant thofe only of the nine Mufes ha ded over that 
(pecies of poetry ; which he fuppofed firft invented by his 
country-man Tueocaitus, about an hundred years before, 
the {cene of whofe paftorals lay in Sicily. For the fame 
reafon Vincit, who in his paftorals folowed Tutocrirys, 
begun his fourth eclogue on the birth of Potxio’s fon, 
with Sicelides Mufe. It is, no doubt, in imitation of 
thefe two gteat examples, that our learned Laureate in- 
vokes the Sicilian Mu/es, But as he never imitates the an- 
cients, without improving upon them ; fo the paflage be- 
fore us is an inftince of that improvement in a double 
refpecl. They, in writing bucolics or paftorals, called 
upon the Mufes fuppofed to be concerned in paftoral 
try, for which Sicily had been moft eminent, Jitinguithing 
them by the title of Sicilian: Ue, being to write an Ode, 
invokes all the nine Mufes, and dignifies them all with the 
title of Sicilian /flers, This is a thought, which never en- 
tered into the head of Horace, who, tho’ he compofed a 
great many Odes, has not, in any one of them, either ims 
plored the affiftance of the Sicilian or pafloral mufes, or 
complimented all the nine with the fame title. And tho* 
{ome pedantic critics may cenfure this invocation as im- 
proper here: yet it is not doubted, that the propriety of it 
wll appear from the following fhort notes, intended to 
point out fome of the various beauties of this Ode. In 
which, as there feenjs to be a mixture of all forts of poe- 
try, of paftoral, elegiac, epigrammatic, fatiric, epic, tragic, 
and comic, as well as lyric, it was highly proper iy = 
the affiitance of all the Mufes: and it could be no impro~ 
per compliment to the Emperor, efpecially at this critical 
juncture, to call them Sicilian fifters. .
